Some doubts were expressed at the 
ihie whether the Chamars, who even then had rather a bad repu- 
ation, would pay the new rents, but there was no trouble and the 
uooeqp of the settlement entirely justified Mr. Hewitt’s strong 
ctiipn.

In 
the Sanjari group he raised the revenue from Bs. 5,178 to 5,1^5 bo 
that he brought the revenue of the whole tract which has been 
re-settled now by Mr. Hemingway, I.C.S., to Bs.
